Hudson’s Bay Company's post at

interviewed by a representative of 
the Bulletin regarding the recently 
published report of Mr. Macoun on 
the Peace river region, expressed him- 
self as of the opinion that Mr. Ma- 
coun went to the district with an un- 
favorable presentiment regarding it, 
and that he permitted this prejudice 
te color his report. Mr. Tait met 
Mr. Macoun in Edmonton when the 
latter was on the way north and bad 
a long conversation with him regard- 
ing the country. Mr. Macoun had 
not as yet been north of Edmonton, 
but the impression he gave Mr. Tait 
was that he was already possessed of 
an unfavorable impression of the 
Peace river district. 

Some time after Mr. Macoun’s par- 
ty were overtaken by the party of 
Mr .Conroy, the treaty commissioner, 
and, as one of the latter party put it, 
the geologist was about as “homesick 
a kid as you ever saw.” The truth 
of the matter seemed to be that the 
cold, wet. weather which prevailed 
throughort the west last year, reach- 
ed north to the Peace river country 
and was not calculated to give an 
| nto traveller the most optimistic 
sentiments. 

The Bulietin’s informant did not 
consider it probable that the report 
of Mr. Macoun, a young man unfam- 
iliar with Western conditions, based

From the 
mmiddilé April to the first week in 
November the -ground-is fit fer the 
plough, and the winter is actually 
shorter than in Manitoba and a mild- 
er temperature prevails. in avtumny 
tim at Fort Garry” 

En route from St.. John to Dun- 
wegan, he says: “Soil excelient, vez- 
etation vigorous... Ali this country 
is fit for settlement.” 

At -Foert Vermilion, Mr. Macoun, 
Sr., wrote: “Barley was standing in 
shock} having been cit’ on August 6, 
while seatteredsears of wheat were 
fully ripe.
